Jeffersontown Cited 
As Good Example 

Question as to what extent and 
upon what terms, if any, the City 
of Louisville shall continue to 
furnish water to the outlying in- 
corporated adjacent cities which 
resist annexation but which enjoy 
facilities afforded by the Louis- 
ville Water Company, flared up 
again Tuesday, first at the regu- 
mthly meeting of the Board 
of Waterworks, then at a Tuesday 
night meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen. 

City Law Director Gilbert Bur- 
nett proposed that cities around 
Louisville set up and own water- 
works, do their own meter read- 
ing and handle their own collec- 
tions. He pointed to Anchorage 
and Jeffersontown as examples, 
each of which "has its own water- 
works," he said, "buying water 
from Louisville but handling all 
bookkeeping, meter 
the rest of it. The water company 
presents a single bill and is re- 
lieved of all the details." 

Jeffersontown maintains 
gravity pressure tank to 
which cares for local water-supply 
distribution. 

'The Louisville Water Cc 
pany," Burnett said, "in giving 
these contiguous cities service, 
has relieved them of the respon- 
sibility of operating their own. 
Put this expense where it belongs 
— on the 13 cities — and the com- 
pany's profits which go to the City 
will increase." 

The Aldermen took under 
sideration an ordinance submitted 
by the Metropolitan Sewer Dis- 
trict proposing a sewer service 
charge of approximately 50 per 
cent of the water bill.

KENTUCKY POLITICS 
Shades of Mussolini and his stab 
of France in the back, did he 
learn from Kentucky politics? 

Behind the scenes of the race 
for the Governor's nomination in 
the primary is a seldom men- 
tioned but very important item; 
the control of the Kentucky dele- 
gation to the Presidential nomin- 
ating convention. This is more im- 
portant to the Republicans than 
the Democrats, as it seems ine- 
vitable that Truman will be re- 
nominated while the Republicans 
have to pick a slate.

Highway Police Have 
Begun Checking Cars 

The slogan "check your car- 
check your driving— check acci- 
dents" will be the slogan of of- 
ficers of the Kentucky Highway 
Patrol after May 15, Colonel 
Hayward Gilliam, director 
Frankfort announced this week. 
A highway traffic saftey check in- 
cluding brakes, lights, tires, wind- 
shield wipers and horns covering 
all the highways of Kentucky 
has been begun in cooperation 
with adjoining states. The car 
check will be voluntary except 
for automobiles involved in ac- 
cidents or law violations. 

"Today's cars are old cars,' 
Colonel Gilliam said. "The av- 
erage age is twice that of motoi 
vehicles in use in 1941. The 
check being made by officers of 
the highway patrol is for the 
protection of the public. Drivers 
will be warned to visit their 
service stations immediately and 
have the necessary work done to 
make their driving safe. 

"Highway traffic accidents in 
Kentucky killed 424 people in 
1943. In 1946 700 were killed. 
Many of these accidents were 
traced to faulty brakes or lights; 
many cases other minor mechan- 
ical defects, quickly and easily 
adjusted by competent mechan- 
ics, might have saved a life. Ob- 
structed vision, faulty steering 
equipment and ineffective 
vision mirrors can easily cause 
a serious accident."

It was true that the common peo- 
ple were being ground under the 
heel of cruel oppression, but 
cared about the poor as long as they 
could be squeezed for taxes to 
port the luxurious comforts 
pleasures of the rich? A prosperity 
which does not reach the homes of 
the poor is not 
all. When in addition it encourages 
the "haves" to oppress the 
nots" it becomes a grave danger, 
a real cause for lamentation. 

Over against the social sin and 
sorrow of his day Amos placed the 
almighty and righteous God. The 
people were urged to seek him and 
bis righteousness. Would they do it? 
The answer came quickly.

(vv. 10-13). 

Thank God that it Is 
all men, but those of Amos' day 
(and many are like them 
day) turned away in hatred of the 
one who dared to rebuke their wick- 
Sin is always a horrible thing, but 
when men who have fallen into sin 
are responsive to correction and 
ready to repent and forsake 
sin, there is hope. The thing which 
made Isarel' 
sight of God and of his prophet was 
that they had only hatred for 
who were bold enough to re 
them or to live among them accord- 
ing to God's standards (vv. 10, ] 

"They who will endure no ci 
cism have slammed the door in 
face of truth, When we get to 
place where we cannot endure h 
ing our faults pointed out, we 
on the way to moral collapse"

The early type, such as Scarlet 
Globe, matures in three weeks, and 
in another week turns pithy; so if 
you have not used them all, there 
will be a sad waste of good r; dishes 
and garden space. 

To avoid waste, sow not more 
than seven ieet of row each week 
until hot weather approaches; or 
double the sowing, but use a second 
early, such as Icicle, and start us- 
ing it when half-grown. For hot 
weather, sow one of the long, slow 
growing varieties; and in midsum- 
mer put in the winter varieties, 
which are largest of all, but of 
good quality and can be used until 
Chrii'.mas.

Flowering shrubs should be 
pruned in the spring as soon af- 
ter they have finished blooming 
as possible, advises Prof. N. R.

The approved way 
to keep shrubs under control 
and in good blooming condition 
is to remove from one-fourth to 
one- third of the old canes by 
cutting them at ground level.

THE MELON CROP INSECTS 

Cucumbers, cantaloupes and 
melons are attacked by two in- 
sects, melons lice and cucumber 
beetles, spotted and striped. 

As for lice, their control is 
simple, merely hitting them with 
rotenone or Black Leaf 40, spray 
or dust. Sometimes there is dif- 
ficulty in getting the material in 
contact with the lice, especially 
on leaves that hug the ground 
or that have been badly curled 
by the insect but up-turned noz- 
zles for the most part succeed 
on Mexican bean beetles, When 
a plant or hill is badly affected, 
the best plan is to remove it, 
lice and all, and burn it. 

The spotted cucumber beetle is 
sometimes a serious pest, chew- 
ing round holes in the leaves, 
but that its only damage, and 
rotenone dust makes short work 
of it Our calcium arsenate and 
road dust or flour, 1 part to 8 
may be used; but lime, never 
as lime stunts melon crop fol- 
iage. 

The striped cucumber beetle is 
a much more serious pest, as it 
does two kinds of damage, that 
of the larvae (worms) to the 
roots of the seedlings as they 
come up, and later, that of 
the adults' gnawing the n. 
and the rinds of the fruit. 

As the larval damage starts 
when t h e seedlings break 
ground, control must start then 
too. This is dusting with calci- 
um arsenate, 1 part, and gyp- 
sum, or fiber-plaster, or talc or 
road dust, 15 parts, starting when 
the first soil cracks are made by 
the seedlings, and continuing at 
least five times (but even 20 
dustings have been found to pay) 
three days apart. Dusting is al- 
ways done at the center of the 
hill, the dust from the first five 
dustings getting down the cracks 
and among the roots, there to 
poison the larvae. 

The later dustings are continued 
in the center of the hills, to keep 
the adult beetles at b»y that 
might congregate there in the 
shade to girdle the main stems 
and kill the whole plant Injury 
farther out on the runners is 
sometimes serious enough to kill 
it part of the vine, but there 
no practicable way to control 
Neither can any thing be done 
about the injury the adults may 
do the fruit, but it is seldom 
more than rind-deep. But, if the 
first five dustings are given as 
just outlined there should be 
much less loss from the vines 
"dyi)ig over night" which so 
many gardeners complain.
